To the Editor: 

About a quartes of a mile past 
the northern boundary of the Graf- 
ton State Park there is a solitary 
grave on the high bank alongside 
the right hand side of the road to 
Upton. It is about 200 feet south 
of where a section of the old road, 
still in limited use, leaves the 
highway and continues along the 
east side of the river. 


During the past summer some 
one cut down the small spruce 
trees that were growing there, 
trimmed out the bushes and erect- 
ed a small rustic cross. In the 
past only'a field stone had mark- 
ed the grave. The stone steps 
leading up to the plot and the 
three to four foot retaining walls, 
carefully and beautifully made of 
split rock years ago to make a 
level place in the side of the 
hill, together with tue spruce for- 
est around it, make a beautiful 
setting. 

Robert T. Davis, whose family 
lived in Grafton years ago, does 
not know the history of the grave. 
It is possible the visitor at the 
grave this summér was not relat- 
ed to the person buried there, but 
was some “ne who had known ab- 
out the grave over the years and 
was prompted to do a kindly deed. 

It would be appreciated if any 
one who has any information about 
this grave would contact the Beth- 
el Historical Society, Robert T. Da- 
vis or the writer. 

AS a matter of interest, when 
Grafton reverted to a Plantation 
about 1918, the Town records were 
turned over to the Newry Town 
Clerk, Robert T. Davis then being 
Deputy Town Clerk. The records 
are still in the Newry Town 
Clerk’s Office.

During the trial it was brought 
out that the Jannaces had merely 
offered clerical and organizational 
aid to Ault and that he offer to 
help ‘Twitchell find a job was the 
result of a longtime friendship 
with Ferguson, 

“Interesting,” said many, “that 
Ault and Twitchell would only taik 
on the floor of the House or in 
the courtroom where they were 
immune from any further action 
by the defendants,” _ 

Although it is hard to second 
guess a jury, some felt there was 
a question of credibility when the 
State’s leading witness testified 
that in his eight years as a legis- 
dator he had never seen a special 
interest group testify or personal- 
ly lobby for a bill. 

An alternate, discharged from 
duty as the jury retired, smiled 
when asked how she would have 
voted, and quickly replied, “not 
guilty of course.” 

After the jiiry brought in its 
verdict of “Not Guilty,’ John Jani- 
nacé, oné of the defendants, said, 
‘It’s beautiful to see the system 
work.”
